Te retail shoe dealers in San Fran- 
cisco, and others interested in the ex- 
clusion of Chinese labor from the shoe 
factories, are taking steps to prevent 
the impesition on the public ef Chi- 
nese-made goods, bearing the stamp of 
white tradesmen. Tlis practice of 
selling the product of coolie labor un- 
der a disguise is a most infamous one, 
_and calculated to do much more injury 
“than, on first thought, would seem 
possiblé, It is the plicy of our Gov- 
ernment to protect ..er own trades- 
men, but since the coolie planted the 
sole of his wooden-bottomed shoes 
upon our shores he has been allowed 
to utilize his China ideas and labor, 
strengthened by China-raised ' rice, 
while his miserable carcass is covered 
with clothing of Chinese manufac— 
ture, to make the same class of goods 
which our Government places a pro- 
tective tariff.upon, stamp them with 8 
white tradesman’s stamp, and shove 
them into the market as American 
goods. The consistency of the law 
which places a tariff upon goods made 
in China and at the same time allows 
China to send her subjects to the 
United States to manufactare the same 
class of goods, in direct competition 
with the labor that our protective tar- 
iff system aims to foster is not patent.

An Arctic Wave.
